— (1) Save as otherwise 
provided in this clause a member of the Board shall hold office for a period of 
two years from the date of notification appointing him as a member ana shall be 
eligible for reappointment: 

Provided that a member shall, on the expiry of the said period of two years, 
continue to hold office until the appointment of his successor is notified. 

(2) A member appointed to fill a casual vacancy shall hold office for the un- 
expired portion of the term of the person in whose place he is appointed. 

(3) An ex-offlcio member shall continue so long as he holds the office In: 
virtue of which he; is such a member. 

(4) A member may resign his office by letter under his hand addressed to the- 
Chairman of the Board but he shall continue in office until his resignation is, 
accepted by the Central Government.

— The functions of the Board in addition to those 
specified in the Indian Merchant Shipping (Seamen’s Employment Office,, 
Calcutta) Rules, 1954, shall be to advise the Director General of Shipping on 
matters of policy relating to the recruitment of seamen, their engagements and 
discharges, promotions, medical examination and such other matters arising out 
of the establishment of the Seamen’s Employment Office, Calcutta In accordance 
with the provisions of section 25A of the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1923 (21 
of 1923), as may be referred to it for its advice by the Central Government or by 
the Director, Seamen’s Employment Office, Calcutta, as the case may be. 

2. Term of office and manner of filling casual vacancies. — (1) Save as other- 
wise provided in this clause a member of the Board shall hold office for a period 
of two years from the date of notification appointing him as a member and shall 
be eligible for reappointment: 

Provided that a member shall, on the expiry of the said period of two years, 
continue to hold office until the appointment of his successor is notified. 

(2) A member appointed to fill a casual vacancy shall hold office for the 
unexpired portion of the term of tho person in whose place he is appointed, 

(3) An ex-officio member shall continue so long as ho holds the office in virtue 
of which he is such a member.
